Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art fails 
to disclose a condition detecting sensor comprising a first and second antenna, 
mounted on first and second respective members, said members moving toward and 
away from each other, further comprising, a mixer and a bandpass filter, wherein the 
sensor determines the distance between the two members as well as the presence of 
an obstruction based on the strength of the signal output from the filter. 
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The closest art is considered to be U.S. Patent 6,456,916 to Edgar et al. which 
discloses a position and proximity sensor system disposed in a power window of a 
vehicle. Edgar teaches measuring the position of the window using a window 
positioning sensor, and determining the presence of an obstruction utilizing a proximity 
sensor which may include electromagnetic sensors (column 3 lines 35-40). 

In addition, several instance of prior art disclose the use of capacitive measuring 
devices for determining the presence of an obstruction between two members moving 
towards and away from each other, but do not disclose all of the features of the claimed 
invention, in whole or in combination with other prior art.
